Through a soldier’s 
eyes, Afghanistan vet 
hopes images of her 
healing helps others

When 20-year-old Jessica 
Wiebe returned from her tour 
in Afghanistan in September 
2008, she had no words. 

Diagnosed with PTSD, it 
seemed that no amount of 
support from friends and 
family could help her open 
up. After all, Wiebe recalls, 
how could anyone back home 
realize what those six months 
living and fighting in Kanda¬ 
har were like? 

“Most of what I’ve dealt 
with is not knowing how to 
deal with my experience,” 
Wiebe, now 26, said Tuesday.

Anglican Church. 


That’s when the Manitoba 
native, who grew up with a 
love for drawing and paint¬ 
ing, turned to art. 

“I reached for art, and 
when I started expressing my¬ 
self, the healing kind of went 
along with it,” she said. 

Wiebe, currently in her 
final year of study at NSCAD 
in Halifax, is exhibiting 
nearly 50 of her drawings 
and paintings in a show en¬ 
titled Bearing Arms, B(e)aring 
Wounds at St. Paul’s Anglican 
Church. 

“I never meant for a lot 
of this work to be shown in 
a public space,” she revealed, 
saying all of the work in the 
show was created over the 
past seven years and visual¬ 
izes her personal healing. 

Her work illustrates the 
war through the eyes of a 
solider: From black-and-white 
drawings of soldiers sitting 
and reading together; to large 
collages of sketched barbed- 
wire fences and tanks next to 
Wiebe’s written words. 

“There are some things 
that I do want to keep per¬ 
sonal, but there’s a lot I’m 
exposing,” Wiebe explained. 
“I’m exposing those vulner¬ 
abilities of being a human be¬ 


ing in a war zone.” 

The veteran who was 
once without words recently 
launched an art program at 
the Militaiy Family Resource 
Centre in Halifax to help sol¬ 
diers and veterans, many of 
whom also suffer from PTSD, 
use art to aid the healing pro¬ 
cess.

Wiebe plans to continue 
working with soldiers after 
she graduates, with tentative 
plans to visit different army 
bases to host sketching work¬ 
shops.

“I realized that as a Can¬ 
adian soldier I’ve had this 
experience that the majority 
of the population will never 
have,” she said.

Councilors 
approve changing 
tax rates 

Regional councillors have 
approved a change to the 
city’s tax structure that 
one representative called 
a “watershed moment” 
for the municipality’s 
rural areas. 

“We’ve finally come 
to this day, correcting the 
errors of the past because 
of the inequities and the 
inertia of councils of the 
past not hying to deal with 
an issue,” said Coun. David 
Hendsbee. “Today I think is 
a watershed moment.” 

Council’s committee 
of the whole approved 
recommendations from city 
staff that eliminated area 
rates on some recreational 
facilities and, in doing so, 
eliminated distinct tax rates 
for urban, suburban and 
rural residents. 

City staff recommended 
classifying all recreational 
facilities as municipal, com¬ 
munity or private facilities, 
depending on the level of 
service and public access. 
Any facility designated as 
municipal would be paid 
for by general taxes, while 
community facilities would 
be covered by area rates. 

As a result of the re¬ 
classification, 10 area rates 
were eliminated and rolled 
into the general tax rates. 

That also eliminated 
the only real difference 
between the suburban 
and rural tax boundaries. 
“Should council general 
rate municipal recreation 
facilities... the suburban- 
rural area will have identi¬ 
cal general tax rates,” states 
a staff report. The change 
would result in a $31 bene¬ 
fit to residential taxpayers 
currently paying area rates, 
and an $8 cost to those who 
aren’t, ruth davenport/metro

A Halifax regional councillor 
got enough support to pass a 
change to the way councillors’ 
salaries are set, despite stri¬ 
dent opposition from some 
veteran representatives. 

Coun. Steve Craig’s motion 
to have an independent com¬ 
mittee review the formula 
that adjusts councillors’ salar¬ 
ies eveiy four years passed at 
regional council by a narrow 
vote of nine to seven on Tues¬ 
day afternoon. 


Councillors’ salaries are 
currently adjusted eveiy year 
based on a formula that uses 
weighted averages of elected 
representative’s salaries in 
seven other cities. It was es¬ 
tablished by a three-person 
committee in 2004, and re¬ 
viewed by that same commit¬ 
tee — which recommended 
no change — in 2010. 

“This is about policy. This 
is not about the number,” said 
Craig. “The methodology that 
was used in the past which 


some councillors have spoken 
to and said it was great... that 
can be done again. All I’m ask¬ 
ing is that it be reviewed every 
four years.” 

Opponents questioned 
Craig’s motivation, and at¬ 
tacked the proposal to have 
an independent committee re¬ 
view the formula one year be¬ 
fore eveiy municipal election. 

“The reason the formula’s 
in place is to take the politics 
out of it, to keep it away from 
us so that we don’t screw with 


it,” said Coun. Brad Johns. 
“And what are we doing? 
We’re here screwing with it.” 

Supporters said, however, 
that any policy should be sub¬ 
ject to periodic review and 
said if the current formula is 
the best one for adjusting sal¬ 
aries, it will stand up to regu¬ 
lar scrutiny. 

“We may end up with the 
same policy that’s in place 
now for the next 50 years,” 
said Coun. Jennifer Watts. 
“There may be absolutely no 
change because in fact that is 
the absolute right policy. But 
it allows the opportunity for... 
the check-in.” 

The committee will be con¬ 
vened by the municipal aud¬ 
itor general, and will make its 
first report to council by the 
end of August 2015.

Labour. President 
of NSGEU accuses 
Nova Scotia Nurses 
Union of sabotage 


The leader of Nova Scotia’s lar¬ 
gest health-care union is accus¬ 
ing a nurses’ union of sabota¬ 
ging a united labour front that 
would have avoided having an 
arbitrator decide which unions 
will represent health workers. 

Joan Jessome, the president 
of the Nova Scotia Govern¬ 
ment and General Employees 
Union, says the Nova Scotia 
Nurses Union didn’t agree to

gaining units. 

“It’s like we were kicked 
in the gut,” Jessome said Tues¬ 
day, hours after the collapse 
of mediation talks between 
the province’s health author¬ 
ities and unions that represent 
health-care workers. 


The Nova Scotia Nurses 
Union represents more than 
6,700 registered nurses, li¬ 
censed practical nurses and 
nurse practitioners, while the 
Nova Scotia Government and 
General Employees Union rep¬ 
resents 4,371 registered nurses 
and licensed practical nurses. 

Jessome said she believes 
the Nova Scotia Nurses Union 
isn’t interested in her pro¬ 
posal because it stands to gain 
nurses from her union under 
government-mandated bind¬ 
ing arbitration. 

“The fact the NSNU walked 
away from an association ... 
technically sabotaged the op¬ 
portunity for us to get an asso¬ 


ciation,” she said. 

Janet Hazelton, the 
president of the Nova Scotia 
Nurses Union, was unavailable 
for comment. Her union issued 
a news release saying the gov¬ 
ernment’s law has put unions 
in a difficult position and does 
little to foster good relations 
within the labour movement. 

“The parties, including the 
employers, could not agree on 
a common solution,” said the 
news release. 

The provincial government 
appointed arbitrator James 
Dorsey last month under legis¬ 
lation that shrinks the number 
of bargaining units from 50 to 
four — with distinct bargaining 


units for nurses, health-care 
workers, clerical staff and sup¬ 
port staff. The legislation will 
also reduce the number of dis¬ 
trict health authorities to two 
from 10 as of April 1. 

A 45-day arbitration process 
began Tuesday and arbitrator 
James Dorsey is expected to de¬ 
liver a decision by Jan. 1. 

An arbitration hearing 
will be held beginning Dec. 9, 
though Jessome said her union 
has asked the arbitrator to first 
hear a constitutional challenge 
to the law. She said she expects 
a decision from Dorsey this 
week on whether he will hear 
that issue.

Police ID 
student killed in crash 


Halifax Regional Police have 
identified the 17-year-old boy 
killed in a two-vehicle crash last 
Friday afternoon. 

Caleb Doaiy of Broolcside 
died at the scene after the car 
he was driving was hit by a 
pickup truck on Northwest 
Arm Drive. 

Police say the accident hap¬ 
pened at the end of Ramp ID 
off Highway 102, when Doaiy’s 
car was turning left towards- 
Fairview and was hit by a pick¬ 
up truck travelling south on 
Northwest Arm Drive. 

Doaiy was a Grade 12 
French immersion student in 
the International Baccalaure¬ 
ate program at Halifax West 
High School, according to his 
obituaiy. On Sunday, the school 
opened for two hours to offer 
support for grieving students. 

“Although his life was cut 
much too short, he lived eveiy 
day to its fullest,” the obituaiy 
said. 

His obituaiy said Doaiy’s in¬ 
terests included reading, soccer, 
rock climbing, camping, mar¬ 
tial arts, Christian Youth Group 
and debate club. Doaiy had 
worked at a children’s camp in 



Montreal through a YMCA pro¬ 
gram, and travelled to Sweden 
with his soccer team. 

“His warm smile and posi¬ 
tive attitude was contagious. If 
you had the pleasure of meet¬ 
ing Caleb, you couldn’t help but 
love him,” the obituaiy reads. 

Doaiy’s favourite colour 
was red, and his family is en¬ 
couraging eveiyone to wear 
something red when they join 
in celebrating his life. Visita¬ 
tion will be held from 2-4 p.m. 
and 6-8 p.m. on Wednesday at 
JA Snow Funeral Home. The fu¬

Reports say the 19-year-old 
allegedly crashed into a parked 
car on Freshwater Trail in 
Dartmouth on Oct. 7 around 
10:50 p.m., causing extensive 
damage. Metro has learned an 
empty liquor bottle was found 
in the Vuic vehicle. 


On Tuesday, Vuic’s defence 
lawyer requested more time 
for his client to enter a plea. 
The judge agreed, postponing 
the formal reading of charges 
against the accused and entry 
of plea until Feb. 9, 2015. 

Metro has also learned Vuic 
is facing a single charge of pos¬ 
session of cocaine from the 


same alleged incident, and he 
has made a promise to appear 
in court on that allegation on 
Dec. 17. 

Following the incident on 
Oct. 7, the Mooseheads sus¬ 
pended Vuic for three weeks 
before he returned to the fine- 
up on Oct. 24.

Building ideas 
in the sandbox 


IDEA. Universities, 
province team up for 
innovation project 


Andreas Hart found his Christ¬ 
mas present in a sandbox this 
year.

“This has really been about 
fostering the innovation, fos¬ 
tering the young mind ... to 
allow them to take their idea to 
drive jobs,” McNeil told repor¬ 
ters at the event, held at Dal- 
housie’s Sexton campus, home 
of the sandbox. 

The sandbox provides 3-D 
printers, computer-aided de¬ 
sign (CAD) software and wood 
and metal shops for creating 
prototypes. Activities include a 
concept development training 
camp, six-week summer innov¬ 
ation boot camp and seminars. 


Like a real sandbox, McNeil 
said, the program encourages 
imagination and creativity, 
which are “at the core” of in¬ 
novation. 

An avid surfer, Hart gradu¬ 
ated with a mechanical engin¬ 
eering degree from Dalhousie 
this spring. Like many grads, 
he said he was “back to broke” 
but wanted to pursue a dream 
of creating surfboards. 

The IDEA Sandbox gave 
Hart his own workshop and 
the ability to learn from busi¬ 
ness professors at the univer¬ 
sity, which helped get Hart Surf 
Co. going. He can now focus on 
shaping EPS foam into surf¬ 
boards, using a computer-con- 
trolled machine he invented. 

“Getting a space to work is 
like Christmas,” said the Dart¬ 
mouth native.

Four crosswalk accidents in two days 


Information sought 
in hit-and-run. 

Recent collisions part of 
yearly trend as wintry

Although Halifax police say 
four pedestrians being hit in 
crosswalks over the past two 
days is “unusual,” the spike 
does match a trend of colli¬ 
sion numbers going up this 
time of year. 

On Tuesday just before 2 
p.m., a 27-year-old woman 
was hit by a pickup truck 
as she was using a marked 
crosswalk on Brunswick 
Street when the vehicle 
turned left onto Brunswick 
from Cornwallis Street, Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police say. 

She was taken to hospi¬ 
tal for non-life-threatening 
injuries and the 45-year-old 
driver received a $693 ticket 



for failing to yield to a pedes¬ 
trian in a crosswalk. 

“The number of pedes¬ 
trian collisions tend to go 


up after a time change,” po¬ 
lice spokesman Const. Pierre 
Bourdages said Tuesday 
about the mid-November to 


December time frame. 

“It’s dark early ... The 
weather conditions certainly 
do not help.” 


Tuesday’s collision is the 
latest of four over the last 
two days, with three occur¬ 
ring on Monday including a

The damaged boat that Phillip 
Boudreau was aboard before 
he disappeared in a Cape Bre¬ 
ton harbour was shown to the 
juiy on Tuesday at the second- 
degree murder trial of a man 
who has pleaded not guilty in 
Boudreau’s slaying. 

Jurors crowded around the 
four-metre vessel in the base¬ 
ment of the Nova Scotia Su¬ 
preme Court in Port Hawlces- 
buiy as an RCMP civilian 
firearms expert pointed to four 
gashes in different areas of the 
boat he said were bullet holes. 

Joseph Prendergast, who 
said he examined the boat 
two days after Boudreau’s dis¬ 
appearance on June 1, 2013, 
finding one bullet lodged in it. 

“The bullet was located in 
this general area ... just below 
this piece of fibreglass,” he said, 
pointing to an area in between 


two rear seats. 

Prendergast testified about 
the trajectoiy of the bullets and 
indicated the different points 
where each would have en¬ 
tered and exited the boat. 

Landiy, 67, sat emotionless 
during the proceedings Tues¬ 
day, often crossing his arms as 
he listened to testimony. 

On Monday, Prendergast 
told the court that Boudreau’s 
boat was shot from different 
angles, based on his analysis of 
bullet holes, residue and fibres. 

Const. Tom McLeod, inci¬ 
dent commander for the RCMP 
dive team tasked with finding 
the 43-year-old Boudreau, also 
told the trial Monday that his 
team found the motor from 
Boudreau’s boat on June 2, 
2013, the day after he vanished. 

McLeod said based on the lo¬ 
cation of the motor and a num¬ 
ber of other factors including 
wind and current speeds, the 
team searched an area of Mack¬ 
erel Cove and they expected 
to find a body. But Boudreau’s 
body has never been found. 

The Crown has argued that

No weapons found after 
high-scnool lockdown 


Some students attending one 
of Cape Breton’s largest high 
schools emerged Tuesday 
from a five-hour, hold-and- 
secure lockdown with a single 
complaint: They were hungiy. 

Cape Breton Regional Po¬ 
lice shut down Riverview 
Rural High School in Cox- 
heath at 10:15 a.m. after re¬ 
ceiving a report of a possible 
weapon or weapons inside the 
school. 

Students and teachers 
were ordered to stay in class¬ 
rooms and not move until a 
thorough search was com¬ 
pleted. Riverview is a Grade 
10-12 school with about 900 
students. 

“Police found no evidence 
of a weapon, or any threat 
to safety,” said police spokes¬ 
woman Desiree Vassallo. 

School was dismissed at 
the usual time under the 
watchful eye of police officers 
who remained on scene until 
everyone left the building. 

Charles Sheppard, co¬ 
ordinator of student services 
with the Cape Breton-Victoria 
Regional School Board, said 


the lockdown process was trig¬ 
gered after a note was found 
in a male washroom indicat¬ 
ing there were weapons on¬ 
site. He said the note did not 
name any individual as a tar¬ 
get. 

The police searched lock¬ 
ers and student backpacks 
among other things, but Shep¬ 
pard said no weapons were 
found. 

“It went veiy well and 
we’re certainly pleased with 
the co-operation of students 
and staff,” he said. 

The school was surrounded 


by 12 police vehicles while 
some 20 officers — including 
K-9 unit members, emergency 
response and patrol officers — 
carefully searched the school. 

“We first heard a rumour 
that it was because a moose 
was outside,” said Grade 11 
student Sean McVicar. 

Grade 12 students Amber 
Phillips, Maggie Paul and Han¬ 
nah Reid also said they heard a 
rumour about the moose, add¬ 
ing that they learned about a 
possible weapon threat on so¬ 
cial media.

The U.S. Senate has rejected 
a proposal to fast-traclc the 
approval of the controversial 
Keystone XL pipeline. 

Pipeline supporters needed 
60 votes to win approval for 
the bill, but it went down to 
defeat by a margin of 59-41. 

Had it passed, U.S. President 
Barack Obama was widely ex¬ 
pected to veto the bill, which 
was designed to short-circuit 
the White House’s own en¬ 
vironmental review process. 

Last week, Obama sug¬ 


gested that Keystone XL would 
have a negligible positive 
impact on the U.S. economy, 
an assertion denied by both 
TransCanada Corp., the com¬ 
pany behind it, and the Can¬ 
adian government. 

On Tuesday, Natural Re¬ 
sources Minister Greg Rickford 
insisted otherwise as he ex¬ 
pressed disappointment in the 
result of the vote. 

“This project will create 
jobs, long term economic pros¬ 
perity, energy security and en¬ 


vironmental stewardship on 
both sides of our shared bor¬ 
der,” he said in a statement. 

Further, Rickford con¬ 
tinued, the State Department 
has already concluded that the 
project would not by itself re¬ 
sult in increased output from 
the Alberta oilsands, and would 
replace “insecure sources” of 
crude with “a secure, reliable 
supply from Canada, North Da¬ 
kota and Montana.” 

TransCanada Corp. has also 
long insisted the project would 


create tens of thousands of U.S. 
construction jobs. 

Greenpeace Canada, long 
an opponent of the project, 
cheered the Senate for re¬ 
jecting the proposal on en¬ 
vironmental grounds. 

Keystone XL “would en¬ 
able the production of over 24 
million tonnes of greenhouse 
gas emissions per year while 
threatening communities and 
their water supplies,” said 
spokesman Mike Hudema. 

As a result of the vote, the 
question of whether to ap¬ 
prove the project is not likely 
to resurface until the new 
year, which is when the pro- 
Keystone Republicans will take 
over control of the Senate, 
wrested from the Democrats 
in midterm elections earlier 
this month, the Canadian press 


Public service or career? 

Woman pushing for term 
limits for city councillors 


Tired of watching municipal in¬ 
cumbents hold power for years, 
even decades, Vass Bednar is 
leading a push for term limits 
on city councils. 

“Isn’t it undemocratic to 
elect the same people over and 
over again?” asked Bednar, who 
works as a researcher at the 
Martin Prosperity Institute in 
Toronto. 

In October, Toronto voters 
endorsed 37 of the 38 council¬ 
lors who stood for re-election. 
It was a similar stoiy last week 
in Vancouver, where nine of the 
city’s 10 incumbent councillors 
held on to their seats. Bednar 
wants to see municipal polit¬ 
icians limited to two terms. 


She’s not alone. In Toronto, 
Coun. Maiy-Margaret Mc¬ 
Mahon has vowed to step down 
after her second term. On her 
website, McMahon writes that 
“city politics is a public service, 
not a career.” 

York University professor 
Dennis Pilon agrees that incum¬ 
bents hold too much power, 
but doesn’t believe term limits 
are the answer. 

“If you want a reform that 
would genuinely advance To¬ 
ronto politics, then get rid of 
the ban on political parties,” he 
said, adding that parties can give 
aspiring councillors a leg up by 
associating them with a brand.

Residential school lawsuits delayed 


Former Newfoundland and 
Labrador residential school 
students suing for an apology 
and compensation listened 
Tuesday to procedural wran¬ 
gling that could delay their 
case for months. 

Judge Robert Stack of the 
provincial Supreme Court 
said he’ll likely rule Monday 
on a federal application that 
derailed what was supposed 
to be the first day of a two- 
month trial. 

Lawyer Jonathan Tarl- 
ton, representing the federal 
government in five certified 
class-action lawsuits, raised 
concerns that pre-trial filings 


weren’t complete. Lawyers for 
the province and former oper¬ 
ators of the schools blamed 
a procedural misunderstand¬ 
ing as they told Stack they 
weren’t ready. 

At issue was the extent to 
which these third- and fourth- 
party defendants, named by 
Ottawa and the province re¬ 
spectively, were expected to 
take part in the first of a pro¬ 
posed two-phase trial. 

The first part was to exam¬ 
ine whether Ottawa breached 
any fiduciary or trust relation¬ 
ship with aboriginal students. 
The second phase would as¬ 
sess potential negligence in¬ 


volving all parties. 

Lawyer Kirk Baert, repre¬ 
senting the plaintiffs, said his 
legal team had taken pains to 
keep the already seven-year- 
old litigation focused on the 
federal government alone. His 
concern, he told Stack, was 
that additional defendants 
would raise complex and pro¬ 
tracted issues. 

Lawyers for the federal gov¬ 
ernment deny it was respon¬ 
sible for schools located in St. 
Anthony, Cartwright, North 
West River, Nain and Malc- 
kovilc that opened before the 
province joined Confederation

Israel’s government

A Canadian who moved to Is¬ 
rael to pursue his devout faith 
30 years ago was left fighting 
for his life after an attack at the 
synagogue where he prayed 
often, his sister said Tuesday. 

Shelley Rothman-Benhaim 
said her brother Howie Chaim 
Rotman suffered multiple stab 
wounds when two Palestinian 
cousins stormed into his local 
temple wielding meat cleavers, 
knives and a gun. 

The attackers lulled four 
rabbis before being slain in a 
police shootout. A police officer 
later died of his injuries. 

The attack, the deadliest 
in the country since 2008, left 
the Israeli government vowing 
retaliation and drew the ire of 
world leaders including Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper.

Police told to stop 
testing recruits 
for virginity 

Indonesia must stop 
subjecting female police 
recruits to physical tests 
in an effort to determine 
whether they are virgins, 
a leading human rights 
group said Tuesday, 
describing the practice as 
degrading and discrimina¬ 
tory. 

Human Rights Watch 
said in a report that such 
tests were a long stand¬ 
ing practice in Indo¬ 
nesia, where patriarchal 
attitudes and practices 
in security forces are 
common. 

Citing medical experts, 
The rights group said the 
physical tests are useless 
in determining virginity. 

Indonesian police 
spokesman Maj. Gen. 
Ronny Sompie urged 
people not “respond nega¬ 
tively” to the tests, saying 
they were aimed at ensur¬ 
ing applicants were free 
from sexually transmitted 
diseases.

Probe of Ferguson police could lead to changes 


As local authorities in Mis¬ 
souri near the end of their 
investigation in the Fergus¬ 
on shooting, a broader fed¬ 
eral civil rights review could 
hold a greater potential to 
refashion the police depart¬ 
ment and bring long-lasting 
change. 


While a St. Louis County 
grand juiy investigates the 
Aug. 9 shooting of 18-year-old 
Michael Brown, the Justice 
Department is investigating, 
too. More than two months 
into its probe of the Ferguson 
department’s practices, the 
civil rights inquiry is focus¬ 


ing on use-of-force, stops 
and searches and possible 
patterns of discrimination in 
the ways that officers in the 
predominantly white depart¬ 
ment interact with the major¬ 
ity-black community. 

Results are likely months 
away and may do little quick¬ 


ly to mollify the community. 
But whether or not officer 
Darren Wilson ends up fa¬ 
cing state or federal criminal 
prosecution, the civil rights 
investigation will continue. 
In similar cases, broad fed¬ 
eral investigations of police 
departments have dictated 


changes in how officers cariy 
out many tasks from from 
searching suspects to making 
traffic stops. 

Outgoing U.S. Attorney 
General Eric Holder has made 
the overhaul of troubled po¬ 
lice departments among his 
civil-rights priorities. In the 


past five years, the U.S. Justice 
Department has investigated 
some 20 police departments 
for problems that include 
treatment of the mentally 
ill, high numbers of officer- 
involved shootings and pat¬ 
terns of excessive force and 
racial bias, the associated press

Two Americans sought 
over mailing body parts 


Thai police issued arrest war¬ 
rants Tuesday for two Amer¬ 
icans who attempted to mail 
a preserved baby’s head, foot 
and other human body parts 
to the United States, saying 
the objects were stolen from 
a Thai medical museum. 

The bizarre case has quick¬ 
ly gained international atten¬ 
tion, with Thai police asking 
Cambodian authorities to 
help locate the men, who 
travelled to the neighbouring 
countiy on Sunday, and the 
FBI helping with the investi¬ 
gation in the United States. 

Police questioned Ryan 
McPherson, 31, and his friend, 
Daniel Tanner, 33, over the 
weekend in Bangkok, but 
released them and allowed 


them to travel to Cambodia. 
New elements then emerged 
after their departure, prompt¬ 
ing the arrest warrants to be 
issued on charges of theft, 
possession of stolen items 
and falsely declaring items 
on shipping documents. “Our 
evidence indicates that they 
either stole the body parts, or 
they bought them from other 
people,” said police Maj. Gen. 
Sombat Milintachinda. 

Photos of the two closely 
resemble men by the same 
names and ages who, over a 
decade ago, were producers 
of a series featuring homeless 
people brawling and doing 
stunts. 

The “Bumfights” vid¬ 
eos were banned in several 


communities and generally 
shunned by retailers after 
criticism that the films’ sub¬ 
jects were being exploited. 

The case of the human 
body parts emerged over 
the weekend when parcel 
delivery company DHL said 
it scanned three U.S.-bound 
packages labeled as toys and 
detected five human body 
parts. 

DHL alerted police who 
tracked down the senders, 
McPherson and Tanner, and 
brought them in for question¬ 
ing. They told police they had 
bought the body parts at a 
Bangkok night market — an 
infant’s head, a baby’s foot, 
an adult’s heart with a stab

The wealthiest Canadians, 
the data show, held 10.3 per 
cent of total earnings, a drop 
from a peak of 12.1 per cent in 
2006.

For young Canadians looking 
to land a good job, the West 
is where it’s at, according to 
a new report released by the 
Fraser Institute on Tuesday.

Women represented 21.3 
per cent of the ranks of Can¬ 
ada’s super-wealthy in 2012 — 
nearly double their proportion 
of 11.4 per cent in 1982. 

“Although Canadian men 
represent the vast majority of 
the top income groups, the 
number and share of women in 
(the) top one per cent reached a 
31-year high in 2012,” said the 
Statistics Canada report, which 
also elaborated on how much 
the gap narrowed overall. 

“The six-year period be¬ 
tween 2006 and 2012 also 
marked, for the first time since 
1982, a prolonged period in 
which the total income shares 
of the bottom 90 per cent, 95 
per cent and 99 per cent of Can¬ 
adian tax filers rose or stabil¬ 
ized.”

Small drones fall under 
existing FAA rules in U.S. 


The U.S. government has the 
power to hold drone operators 
accountable when they oper¬ 
ate the remote-control aircraft 
recklessly, a federal safety 
board ruled Tuesday in a set¬ 
back to small drone operators 
chafing under Federal Aviation 
Administration restrictions. 

The National Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board, which hears 
appeals of Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration enforcement ac¬ 
tions, ruled that small drones 
are a type of aircraft and fall 
under existing FAA rules. 


The FAA had fined Raphael 
Pirlcer, an aerial photograph¬ 
er, $10,000 for operating his 
Ritewing Zephyr in a reckless 
manner on the University of 
Virginia campus in 2011. Pirlcer 
allegedly flew the drone, which 
weighed less than five pounds, 
at “extremely low” altitudes, 
including under a pedestrian 
bridge and directly at a person, 
causing the individual to duck 
out of the way. He had been 
hired to make photos and vid¬ 
eos of the campus.

China fights negativity on social media 


A Beijing court on Tuesday con¬ 
victed an Internet marketer of 
illegal business practices and 
sentenced him to four years 
in prison for posting false in¬ 
formation and deleting posts 
critical of his clients, in a case 
that state media have used to 
praise a government crack¬ 
down on online expression. 

Chaoyang District People’s 
Court also fined Yang Xiuyu, 
manager of online market¬ 
ing company Beijing Erma, 
150,000 yuan ($24,000 US). 

The court said Erma made 
more than 530,000 yuan 


($86,000) by posting false in¬ 
formation and deleting critical 
posts between 2008 and 2013, 
and 220,000 yuan ($36,000) by 
deleting negative information 
for others between May 2012 
and 2013. The unidentified 
clients included a pharmaceut¬ 
ical company, a construction 
company and a travel agency. 

It is not uncommon in 
China for companies to pay 
others to generate online pub¬ 
licity for them, help promote 
their reputations or damage 
those of their competitors. 

Yang was arrested last year 


soon after authorities launched 
an intensified campaign to 
clean up rumours, negativity 
and unruliness on social media 
— a platform for Chinese to 
express themselves to a large 
audience in a country where 
all traditional media are state- 
controlled. While critics say 
the campaign has suppressed 
criticism of the government 
and ruling Communist Party, 
commentaries in state media 
have leapt on the case to argue 
that a cleanup of “unbecoming 
behaviour” is needed.

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HIGH TIME FOR AN UPDATE? 


Sex ed. We all suffered through it. But is the program that was taught in schools a decade ago still relevant to kids today? With high-profile sex assault cases in the news, 
some educators and activists are renewing their call for schools to go beyond the basics and tackle issues of sexual violence, stopping it before it starts. 

But not everyone is on board with these ideas. Metro’s Jessica Smith Cross spoke with people on both sides of the debate.

Overhaul 
urgently needed 

What is missing from the current sex-ed 
curriculum? In Ontario schools, according to 
some, it’s discourse on sexual violence. 

Chris Markham is the executive director of 
the Ontario Physical and Health Education As¬ 
sociation, which is asking for sex-ed instruct¬ 
ors to talk to kids about sexual consent. 

According to Markham, the acceptable 
standard for consent has evolved in recent 
years: It is no longer about the absence of a 
“no,” but the presence of an active, enthusias¬ 
tic “Hell yes.” 

Markham said that the idea of consent 
should be taught “as soon as possible,” in an 
age-appropriate way. 

“In Grade 1, part of the reason kids are 
taught the proper body part names is to help 
prevent future abuse,” he said. “(They’re 
taught) if someone is doing something that 
isn’t comfortable to you, you need to speak 
to an adult and use the proper terminology 
when explaining that. That is the beginning of 
consent.” 

What students should be taught about 
consent ought evolve as they mature. It should 
focus on teaching kids how to make healthy 
decisions that respect their bodies and feel¬ 
ings, and those of others, Markham said. For 
example, he noted that the 2010 curriculum 
states that in Grade 7, students should learn 
about sexually transmitted infections (STIs) 
and about engaging in sexual activity only 
when both partners consent. 

Coming at the debate from a different 
perspective is Mia Biondi, co-ordinator of the 
PROS (Providing Resources, Offering Support) 
program at All Saints Community Centre- 
Church in Toronto. She argues the curriculum 
revamp is an opportunity to educate students 
about human trafficking and the sex trade. 

The idea is to teach students how to recognize 
a pimp or recruiter, because those who prey 
on young people typically present themselves 
as a friend, she said. 

That would include teaching students les¬ 
sons like, “Just because someone is giving gifts 
or attention, it doesn’t mean they’re doing it 
from a good place,” Biondi said. 

The human trafficking curriculum should 
be for Grade 7 students, and done in a sensi¬ 
tive, age-appropriate way, said Biondi. 



Attempted overhaul 


The Ontario government 
has pledged to consult 
with parents on updates 
to sex-ed curriculum and 
implement a new program 
in September 2015. The 
last attempt in 2010 to 
update the decade-old 
curriculum was halted due 
to opposition from some 
parents and religious groups. 

• Among the proposals was 
teaching third-graders 
about same-sex marriage, 
sixth-graders about 
masturbation, and 
seventh-graders about 
oral sex and STIs. 

• Ontario's sex-ed 
program hasn't been 
changed since 1998 , 
before the widespread 
use of cellphones and 
social media among kids.

Sex-ed curriculum 
goes too far already 

Some people were vocally opposed to a 
proposal to modernize Ontario curriculum in 
2010, and they continue to be so today. 

Nancy Winslow, a mother and grand¬ 
mother from Beamsville, Ont., said she 
believes parents, not teachers, should teach 
kids about sex. She said the curriculum is not 
age-appropriate, nor appropriate in any way. 

Winslow said students should not be 
taught sexual consent. 


Too much, too soon?

“I don’t think sex needs to be discussed at 
school, certainly not in the young grades. Chil¬ 
dren are being exposed to far more than their 
psyches can handle. It takes away their innocence 
and it takes away their childhood,” she said. 

Winslow said she believes education about 
human trafficking should be reserved for high 
school students, who would be ready to learn 
about it. 

“Schools should be teaching self-respect, 
self-discipline and respect for others,” she said. 

Progressive Conservative MPP Monte 
McNaughton asked Ontario Premier Kathleen 
Wynne pointed questions in the legislature 
Tuesday about the government’s plan to con¬ 
sult parents on the sex-ed curriculum, and ac¬ 
cused the government of breaking its promise 
to meaningfully consult with parents on what 
they want their children to learn about sex. 

“One carefully selected hand-picked parent 
per school represents 4,000 parents out of mil¬ 
lions of Ontario parents. That’s barely one per 
cent of parents,” he said. 

He called the process “covert,” “a farce,” 
“smoke and mirrors,” and an insult to parents. 

“When will you reveal the contents of the 
new Liberal sex education curriculum so all 
parents in the province can see for themselves 
what you have planned for their children?” 

McNaughton said the premier was 
“afraid” to tell parents what the curriculum 
will include.

Television. WE offers viewers ‘swag bags’ to watch now 


The WE television network is 
offering prizes to people who 
watch, as long as they watch 
promptly. 

The network said it is 
starting an experiment this 
week where people who 
prove they watched its Thurs¬ 
day night episode of Tamar 
& Vince either live or within 
three days will be eligible to 
win a bag of show memora¬ 
bilia and, ultimately, a home 
entertainment system. 

The incentive, believed to 
be the first in the TV industiy, 
indicates the value of timely 
viewing. Advertising rates are 


based on watching programs 
either live or within three 
days on digital video record¬ 
ers or on demand services. 

Marc Juris, WE TV 
president, also wants people 
to watch live to encourage 
social media conversations 
around the network’s pro¬ 
gramming. WE is heavy on 
reality programming like 
Kendra on Top and Braxton 
Family Values. 

“We wanted to create a 
level of urgency to watch the 
shows,” Juris said. 

The network will flash 
a code word during a com-

mercial break on Tamar & 
Vince. Viewers who enter the 
word on the network’s web¬ 
site within three days will be 
eligible for one of 10 “swag 
bags” given out each week 
and for the home theatre 
grand prize. 


If the experiment is 
deemed successful, it may 
spread to other programs, he 
said. 

WE is averaging 696,000 
live viewers for original 
prime-time programming 
this year, an average that in¬ 
creases to 943,000 if viewing 
within three days is added. 
Stretch it out for a full week, 
and another five per cent usu¬ 
ally joins in, according to the 
Nielsen company. 

Under Juris, WE — which 
stood for Women’s Entertain¬ 
ment — is trying to broaden

Redefining cool. 

Remember when 
every city wanted to 
be Paris? Now a part 
of the City of Light is 
hoping it's hip enough 
to be like New York's 
booming borough 


For more than a century, 
cities around the world 
have compared themselves 
to Paris. 

Many claim to be the Paris 
of the East: Bucharest, Prague, 
Istanbul, Beirut and Shanghai 
to name a few. There’s also 
the Paris of North America 
(Montreal), the Paris of South 
America (Buenos Aires) and 
the Paris of the Plains — Kan¬ 
sas City in the Jazz Age. 

But now the wannabe 
city is Brooklyn. Every 
neighbourhood with a 
critical mass of bearded hip¬ 
sters, bike shops and vegan 
cafes calls itself “the new 
Brooklyn.” 

Ballard is the Brooklyn 
of Seattle. Glasgow and Mel¬ 
bourne both claim Brooklyn 
cool. And Oakland, Calif., 
has been called the Brook¬ 
lyn of San Francisco so 
many times that Julia Cos¬ 
grove, editor of AFAR travel 
magazine, says she “can’t 
bear to read another story 
about it.” 

There’s even a Brooklyn 
of Paris: the once-gritty sub¬ 
urb of Pantin. Its derelict, 
graffiti-covered warehouses 
have been taken over by gal¬ 
leries and artists, turning it 
into the hippest place in the 
City of Light. 

Just like in Brooklyn, 
real estate prices have 
shot up, and old indus¬ 
trial buildings now house 


luxury lofts. 

“It may have a way to 
go before it’s on a par with 
Brooklyn, but I expect it 
will continue to develop, 
considering how much in¬ 
vestment and risk-taking is 
going on there — alongside 
the natural flux of artists 
toward the area,” said art¬ 
ist Oliver Beer, who works 
both with a gallery in Pan¬ 
tin and with the Museum of 
Modern Art’s contemporary 
arts outpost, PS1, in New 
York City. 

Other signs of what’s 
called the “Broolclynization 
of Paris” include gluten-free 


restaurants and juice bars 
popping up. 

“It used to be when 
young chefs studied under 
the great chefs, they wanted 
to open important restau¬ 
rants or go to the country¬ 
side and get their Michelin 
star. 

“Now they’re rejecting 
that model, they’re saying, 
‘I’m going to do more baclc- 
to-the-roots, farm-to-table 
cooking in a small restau¬ 
rant with a few tables,”’ 
said Katherine Johnstone, 
a spokeswoman for At out 
France USA, the French 
tourism agency in New 


York, describing a shift 
that some observers com¬ 
pare to Brooklyn’s culinary 
scene. 

On Oct. 10, The Atlantic 
published a list of places 
The New York Times has 
compared to Brooklyn with 
headlines like Brooklyn in 
Beijing and Brooklyn on the 
Hudson. Undaunted, a Nov. 
6 Times headline read: A 
Touch of Brooklyn in Ridge¬ 
wood, Queens. 

And if Queens is the new 
Brooklyn, there’s already a 
name for that, too: Quook- 
lyn.

Use more visuals 


Don’t fill a presentation with text-heavy slides. Convey your 
message using photos and a few keywords for structure — 
leave the rest to your delivery. 


• Nobody engages with a presentation slide full of words 
(and it’s not very visually appealing, either). 


• Presenters often use too much text when they aren’t confi¬ 
dent in the presentation they are giving and need the slides 
as speaking references. This is where practising will help. 


Tip: Sustain the flow of your presentation by embedding 
videos directly in each slide. Having to exit the presentation 
for any reason puts you at risk of losing momentum.

Leaving an audience in awe is 
not the easiest thing to accom¬ 
plish. Practice matters, and as 
you gradually get the hang of 
managing different audiences, 
you will soon begin to realize 
that it gets easier over time. 

Before you know it, you’ll 
be able to present on just about 
anything with ease, and with 
minimal butterflies in your 
tummy. Here are some tips 
that are key to any professional 
presentation. 

Practice 

Practice really does make per¬ 
fect, so go over your presenta¬ 
tion as much as possible. With 
lots of practice, the content of 
your presentation will become 
second nature and you won’t 
require cue cards or notes. 

Want feedback? Rehearse 
in front of friends, family or 
co-workers so you can see how 
you do under (a little) pressure. 
Not ready for that? Try a mirror. 
Tip: Keep in mind that there 
may be interruptions or ques¬ 
tions throughout your presen¬ 
tation. This is why you need 
to be comfortable with your 
material — don’t treat it like a 
recitation. 

Keep it straight and 
to the point 

Present your information in a 


clear and concise way. It is easy 
to lose someone’s attention if 
you take too long to get to the 
key points across. Ask yourself: 
What are the key pieces of in¬ 
formation you need to com¬ 
municate? Is there anything 
unnecessaiy you can omit? 
Timing your presentation can 
help you identify areas that are 
over-long or too short — these 
sections may be due for a re¬ 
view. 

Tip: Deliver your presentation 
to someone who knows little 
about your subject matter. How 
do they react? 

Consider personal 
presentation 

Your appearance and body 
language is crucial. Keep your 
arms from crossing in front 
of you, don’t fidget, and move 
through your space while pre¬ 
senting (walking across the 
stage, for example). These small 
details can help keep the audi¬ 
ence engaged, and make your 
presentation more than a static 
talking head behind a podium 
with cue cards. 


Tip: Make sure to pay attention 
to how you dress. Proper attire 
makes a great impression and 
can boost your self-confidence. 

Create a call to action 

A good presentation includes 
a clear next step for your 
audience. This is usually a 
type of action (connecting, 
engaging, purchasing), or at 
least underscores the identity 
of the person or organization 
who organized the presenta¬ 
tion. 

It’s a good strategy to have a 
handout or takeaway item like 
a brochure, document of quick 
tips or even just a business card. 
This item will underscore your 
presentation and promote the 
call to action you’ve developed. 
Tip: Make your leave-behmds 
visually appealing and in line 
with the branding of your pres¬ 
entation. This item is going to 
need to support a strong con¬ 
nection.

The combination of sea¬ 
food in this light, but rich¬ 
tasting broth makes for a 
beautiful meal to share with 
friends. 

I love serving up this soup 
with a crusty French bread 
to sop up any bits of fish and 
seafood left in the bowl. 

If you have any leftovers 
be sure to take the mussels, 


Ingredients 


Rouille 

• l cup (250 ml) bread crumbs 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) roasted red 
peppers 

• l clove garlic, minced 

• 1/4 tsp (l ml) cayenne 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) mayonnaise 

• 1/4 cup (60 ml) extra virgin olive 
oil 

Bouillabaisse 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) extra virgin olive oil 

• 2 large shallots, diced 

• l small fennel bulb, trimmed, 


diced 

• 6 cups (1.5 l) vegetable broth 

• l can (28 oz/796 ml) diced 
tomatoes 

• 2 sprigs fresh thyme 

• 2 bay leaves 

• 1/4 tsp (l ml) saffron threads 

• 12 oz (375 g) mini red potatoes, 
halved 

• 1 lb (454 g) mussels, scrubbed and 
bearded 

• 1 lb (454 g) crab legs 

• 1 lb (454 g) small pasta clams 

• 8 oz (227 g) monkfish 


clams and crab out of their 
shells and stir it into the soup. 

It’s delicious in a thermos 
or served over rice the next 
day for a tasty lunch. 

Enjoy the slight heat from 
the rouille in each spoonful 
with some crusty baguette. 
Rouille is an oil base sauce usu¬ 
ally served in France on top of 
fish soups to give a wonderful 
kick of flavour and creaminess 
to the broth. 

1. Rouille: Combine bread 
crumbs, peppers, garlic, 
cayenne and mayonnaise in 
blender and buzz until coarse. 
Drizzle in oil and blend until 
smooth; set aside. 

2. Bouillabaisse: Heat oil 
over medium heat and cook 
shallots and fennel, stirring 
often for about 10 minutes or 
until softened. Stir in broth, 
tomatoes, thyme, bay leaves 
and saffron; bring to the boil. 
Boil gently for 10 minutes. 

3. Add potatoes, reduce heat 
and simmer for 5 minutes. 
Add mussels, crab legs, clams 
and monkfish; stir gently to 
combine into broth. Cover 
and cook for about 8 minutes 
or until mussels and clams 
are open and monkfish is 
firm. 

4. Ladle into shallow soup 
bowls and dollop each with a 
spoonful of rouille.

Meat, a contented carnivorous 
writer, documents his and his 
vegan fiancee Meg’s dietary 
journey as they travel and 
munch their way across four 
continents. 



Veg: The Greek isle of Za- 
kynthos was one of the high¬ 
lights of our trip. The warm 
weather, clear waters and 
vegan-friendly restaurants 
endeared the place to us. We 


ventured out and handpicked 
Trenta Nove as our destina¬ 
tion near the beach town of 
Tsilvi. With many options, 
Veg chose two oven-baked 
beef tomatoes stuffed with 
rice, served alongside boiled 
potatoes and a side salad. 



Meat: The Greek version 
of Moussalca is like lasagna 
without the pasta sheets. Lay¬ 
ers of thinly-sliced aubergine 
and potato are stacked like 
a cake with a filling of juicy, 
well-spiced minced meat. It 
is baked in the oven and has 
a beautiful soft cheese top, 
which tastes divine gooey 
and burnt from the heat. 

This all came with large 
chunky fries and a side salad 
drenched in olive oil which, 
of course, is the Greek way. 


Ingredients 


• 2 cups all-purpose flour 

• l cup cornmeal 

• 1 tsp kosher salt 

• l tbsp baking powder 

• 1/4 cup sugar 

• 1/2 cup (l stick) unsalted butter, 
cut in 1/2-inch cubes 

• l egg 

• 1/2 cup heavy cream 

• 1/2 cup buttermilk 


1. Heat oven to 400 F. Mist bak¬ 
ing sheet with cooking spray. 

2. In bowl, whisk flour, corn- 
meal, salt, baking powder and 
sugar. Add butter and use 2 
knives to work the cubes into 
the diy mixture until no clump 
is larger than the size of a pea. 
Set aside. 

3. In bowl whisk together the 
egg, cream and buttermilk. 
Add to the diy mixture and 
stir just until a dough comes 


together. Turn the dough out 
onto a floured surface and pat 
into a 1-inch-thick round. Using 
a 2-inch biscuit cutter, cut the 
dough into rounds, gently re¬ 
working scraps to cut addition¬ 
al biscuits (do this only once). 


4. Arrange the biscuits on 
the prepared baking sheet, 
spacing them several inch¬ 
es apart. Bake for 12 to 15 
minutes. Let cool slightly 
before serving.

Carly Jackson is readying for 
the biggest, hardest shot she’s 
faced so far in her hockey ca¬ 
reer. 

The 17-year-old goaltend¬ 
ing standout from Amherst is 
close to mak¬ 
ing the cut for 
the Canadian 
women’s na¬ 
tional under- 
18 team, 
which will 
attempt to de¬ 
fend its world 
champion¬ 
ship title in 
the new year. 

She’s one of just three net- 
minders invited to the team’s 
final selection camp, taking 
place Dec. 10-14 in Hamilton. 
Two of those goalies, and 23 of 
28 players, will go on to repre¬ 
sent their countiy at the U18 
women’s world champion¬ 
ship, set for Jan. 5-12 in Buf¬ 
falo, N.Y. 

“Tve been working a lot on 
energy systems, development 
off the ice, in the gym ... and 
just explosiveness, which will 
hopefully translate to on-ice 
results,” Jackson said Tuesday 
of her determination to prove 
herself worthy of wearing the 
Team Canada jersey. 

“On the ice, I’ve been work¬ 
ing on ... positioning, having 
quick feet (and) always being 
set and ready for the shot.” 

Jackson has sported the 




maple leaf once before, this 
past August when she took to 
the ice with the top under-18 
female players from coast-to- 
coast for an exhibition ser¬ 
ies against their American 
counterparts. 

She made 21 saves in a 5-2 
loss to the United States in 
the second of three games at 
Hockey Canada’s home arena 
in Calgaiy.

Jackson has faced plenty of

Goodell told Peterson he will 
not be considered for reinstate 
ment before April 15 for his vie 
lation of the NFL personal con¬ 
duct policy — the first example 
of a crackdown on players in¬ 
volved with domestic violence. 

The NFLPA quickly an¬ 
nounced it would immediately 
appeal, calling for a neutral 
arbitrator to handle it, and 
sharply rebuked the league for 
what it labelled as inconsistency 
and unfairness in determining 
the discipline. The NFL’s words 


were even stronger, with a 
nearly 1,600-word statement 
spelling out the conditions for 
Peterson’s path to return to the 
field and describing the reasons 
for the stiff punishment. 

Goodell pointed to the 
child’s age and the significant 
physical difference between 
Peterson and his son. 

Goodell also came down on 
Peterson for showing “no mean¬ 
ingful remorse” for hurting the 
boy and felt he “may feel free to 
engage in similar conduct in the 

future.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

No one was quite sure what 
would happen when Buick 
entered the SUV market with 
its all-new Enclave in 2008, 
but it turned out to be a best¬ 
seller for the company, which 
now also offers a compact 
sport-ute called the Encore. 

The Enclave, based on a 
model that’s also sold as the 
Chevrolet Traverse and GMC 
Acadia, has undergone sev¬ 
eral refinements since that 


first model. The 2015 version 
is mostly unchanged from 
2014, with just the new avail¬ 
ability of a heated wood-and- 
leather steering wheel. 

In front-wheel drive, it 
comes in a single trim level 
starting at $47,760. I drove 
it in the all-wheel-drive con¬ 
figuration, which starts at 
$50,760. 

My Premium tester started 
at $55,260 and had a few add¬ 
ed options, including a twin- 
pane sunroof and a trailer 
tow package, which includes 
heavy-duty cooling and raises 
the Enclave’s towing ability 
from 2,000 to 4,500 lb. 

Power comes from a 
smooth-running 3.6-litre V6, 
mated to a six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission. 

The ride is composed and 
luxurious, and the Enclave 


handles well without feeling 
heavy. 

What really impresses is 
its surprisingly tight turn¬ 
ing circle: I’ve driven small 
sedans that can’t turn around 
as easily as this big ute does. 
That’s a real bonus when 


you’re trying to park it in 
tight quarters. 

The Enclave includes 
three rows of seats and, un¬ 
like some of its competitors, 
it’s not only easy to get into 
the third row, but there’s also 
good legroom back there and

the seats are comfortable. 
Both the second and third 
rows fold flat to provide 
more cargo space. 

If there’s a downside to 
this vehicle, it’s the interior. 
Although it looks spectacular 
at first glance, with double- 
stitched accents and wood 
trim, there’s far too much 
hard, pebbly plastic in the 
lower portions of the dash 
and doors — making it seem 
much cheaper. 

My power-operated lift- 
gate was also a little creakier 
than I expected. 

Beyond those complaints, 
though, the Enclave is a well- 
equipped, comfortable, and 
powerful way to get a lot of 
passengers wherever they 
need to go.

Norway is starting to get on 
my nerves. The list of things 
it’s good at is getting too 
long. 

I wouldn’t mind so much 
if the list was contained 
to Nordic things, such as 
ski jumping, cross-country 
skiing, and eating the most 
lingonberries per capita. 

But, no, the things 
Norway is good at — world¬ 
topping even — are both 
significant and universal. 

A few examples: 

How about the most 
sovereign wealth per capita? 
Sure, Norway has oil, but so 
do a lot of other countries, 


including Canada. By the end 
of 2020, Norway officials ex¬ 
pect its Government Pension 
Fund Global to be worth the 
equivalent of $1.1 trillion US 
in today’s money. 

How about the world’s 
best school system? This is 
obviously a subjective rating, 
but many experts make a 
case that Norway’s school 
system, based on the mantra, 
“One School for All,” is the 
best in the world. 

It consistently ranks 
very high in every educa¬ 
tional metric, and dovetails 
perfectly with the countiy’s 
vision of providing em¬ 
ployment and a place for 
eveiyone. Norwegians are ex¬ 
pected to “master the art of 
living together.” Maybe a bit 
left-leaning for some North 
Americans, but it works for 
them. 

And how about the 
Syltelabb? This delicacy, 
a holiday favourite of the 
Norwegians, is to die for, es¬ 
pecially if you have a thing, 
like they and I do, for boiled, 
salt-cured pig’s trotters. 

Norway is also the 
top-ranking country in the 


World Economic Forum’s 
Global Energy Architectural 
Performance Index, which 
purports to measure how 
countries manage energy, 
through the metrics of 
economic growth, sustain¬ 
ability, and access. Norway 
does several things well in 
this regard, but one way it 
probably leads the world is 


in burning garbage in a prof¬ 
itable and clean way. This 
was a headline in the U.K.’s 
Guardian newspaper earlier 
this year: Trash to cash: Norway 
leads the way in turning waste 
into energy. 

The article explains that 
U.K. cities are paying to send 
rubbish to Norway, and Nor¬ 
way is importing as much 


rubbish as it can get, in an ef¬ 
fort to generate more energy 
by burning waste in its vast 
and efficient incinerators. 

And now, I’ve just learned 
that Norway leads the world 
when it comes to electric 
vehicle adoption. Norway, 
that oil-rich, cold-climate na¬ 
tion, has more EVs per capita 
than any other countiy. 


Roughly one in six cars 
sold in Norway is an EV, a 
veiy healthy 16 per cent 
share. By my reckoning, 
about one in 250 cars sold 
in Canada during 2013 was 
an EV, for a 0.004-per-cent 
share. (The share gets even 
more molecular when you 
lump in the 978,000 cross¬ 
overs, SUVs and light trucks 
sold in 2013, many of which 
are used like cars.) 

Norway created a way for 
EVs to flourish, through high 
tax incentives and a compre¬ 
hensive and publicly funded 
charging infrastructure. 

We don’t seem to have 
the same appetite to invest 
in EV adoption and infra¬ 
structure in Canada. 

But with Norway’s track 
record of success in eveiy- 
thing from making succulent 
dishes with pig’s feet to 
making the best of anything 
energy-related, you wonder if 
maybe we should be follow¬ 
ing its EV lead more closely. 

We’re different countries 
with different characteristics, 
but there is no denying that 
Norway has the upper hand 
right now.

Porsche adds hybrid SUV to its stable of electric vehicles 


Detroit Electric close to production 


Porsche has added a Cayenne hybrid tall wagon to its widening portfolio of electrified 
high-end vehicles for 2015 —joining the 918 Spyder super sports car and Panamera S 
E-Hybrid executive sedan. The Cayenne is the first premium plug-in hybrid SUV, the 
automaker says. Like the Panamera plug-in, the Cayenne S E-Hybrid packs a 333-horse¬ 
power 3.0-litre supercharged V6, supplemented by a 95-horsepower electric motor. The 
bigger-bodied Cayenne also gets a larger lithium-ion traction battery to feed that motor. 
With total system torque clocking in at 435 lb.-ft. between 1,250 and 4,000 r.p.m., it will 
sprint to 100 km/h in a reasonably quick 5.4 seconds.

Detroit Electric has finalized the exterior design of its 
pure electric two-seat SP:01, as it gears up for produc¬ 
tion in Leamington Spa, England. The lightweight, 
low-volume sports car will be billed as the world’s 
fastest battery-electric car when it goes on sale in Asia, 
Europe and North America next year. The design has 
been subtly updated to improve the vehicle’s aerody¬ 
namic performance. The most striking element is a 
new fastback configuration, replacing the prototype’s 
high-edged “flying buttresses” on either side of the 
rear window. Cladding the battery pack in a protective 
composite casing has also improved torsional rigidity to 
better protect it from punctures in a collision.
